SELLING SANITARY SERVICE TO THE 
FARMER. 





HAT the farmers are among the best busi- 
ness prospects is keenly appreciated by 
many concerns, and especially by the mail 

order interests, who have reaped enormous prof- 
its from this class of customers. 

It may be of interest to master plumbers and 
fitters to know that during 1915 there was over 
$7,000,000 worth of country water supplies sold 
in the United States, and that most of this amount 
was sold direct to the farmers. 

Much has been said and written about the fertile 
trade possibilities in agricultural communities. 
Men of the plumbing and heating fraternity have 
long realized that golden opportunities awaited 
them in this field, but up to the present time the 
mail order houses have been acquiring the benefits 
—and have been “‘making hay,’’ while the plumb- 
ers and fitters have in many instances merely ex- 
pended thought instead of action in the matter. 

The trade, it would appear, has been thinking 
and acting from a local rather than a community 
standpoint and has thus failed to increase its busi- 
ness horizon. 

Plumbers and fitters, having the experience, 
training and the tools, have not as a rule cultivated 


the acquaintance of the farmers outside their re 
spective localities, and the result has been that the 
farmers upon coming to town have visited with the 
hardware or implement dealers, who have pre- 
viously made special efforts to form their ac- 
quaintance. 

“In this connection we do not need mechanics, 
says a well-known manufacturer of country water 
supplies. “We are more in need of men who are 
salesmen—master plumbers and fitters, who can 
sel] sanitary service to the farmer, and who can be 
local representatives, upon whom the farmer will 
call when he is in town. Men of the trade should 
realize that salesmanship is a great essential to suc- 
cess in their business. They should learn that yong 
out into the country with illustrated catalogues and 
soliciting business is a move in the right direction. 
They should persistently cultivate the farmer's ac- 
quaintance to such an extent that they can call him 
by his first name. Instead of looking up the farmer, 
the latter nine times out of ten looks up the plumb 
er or fitter. Now this may be partly the manufac- 
turer's fault. Perhaps he has not spent enough time 
educating either the dealers or the farmers, but, 
nevertheless, it is an existing condition and one that 
is costly to all concerned.” 

This manufacturer suggested that a more fre- 
quent exchange of correspondence between the trade 
and the manufacturers and jobbers, on problems 
of business extension in rural.commuunities, would 
result in many ideas and useful suggestions. 

There have been manufacturers who have cir- 
cularized farming sections and have succeeded in 
arousing some appreciable degree of interest in bet- 
ter sanitary facilities for the farmer, but unless the 
plumber or fitter takes the initiative and co-op- 
erates with the manufacturer in making the rural 
prospect a customer, the manufacturer's efforts are 
of comparatively small avail. 

On the whole, the farming population has been 
neglected by the rank and file of the trade, and the 
mail order houses, realizing this fact, have stepped 
into the breach, with the result that they are today 


selling a large volume of plumbing and heating sup- 





plies to the farmer—a business which rightfully be- 


longs to the local plumbing and heating contractors.

Correspondent does not state whether the dairy is a 
general butter making establishment or a _ pasteurizing 
and cooling establishment for milk, as used in handling 


milk for city consumption; neither does he describe the 


conditions or give such facts regarding the dairy, as 
would enable us to give an intelligent answer to the ques- 
tions asked. 

If cold spring water is available (and this is a country 
dairy), the milk may be placed in cans and set in a re- 
ceptacle through which the cold spring water is directed 
or pumped. This is an old method, and ice is also used 
in quantities to sufficiently cool the water. 

[tf the dairy is of any considerable size, mechanical 
refrigeration may be used to the best advantage. This 
method formerly was considered too expensive to be 
adapted to a small dairy, but has now been perfected 
and simplified, so that it is economical for dairies or 
creameries of ordinary size, and it is, in fact, replacing 
many of the ice cooling plants 

\mmonia and carbonic acid are the chemicals com- 
monly used tor refrigeration. Mechanical refrigeration 
has been desc ribed as heing a process ot evaporation 
of the cooling medium (ammonia for example), during 
which the heat is absorbed; and then again liquefying 
the cooling medium by compression and cooling to re- 
move the absorbed heat 

The action may be briefly described as follows: A 
generator is provided which contains a concentrated so- 
lution ot ammonia in water: this generator is heated 
directly by a fire, or indirectly by steam pipes con- 
veying steam from a boiler. The ammonia gas, pro- 
duced in the generator, is compressed in the cylinder of 
a refrigerating machine (compressor) quite similar to a 
steam engine. It is then passed through pipes leading 
to a condensing coil. As the heat is removed, the gas 
cools and liquifies and the liquid is forced at high pres- 
sure through a very small opening of an expanding 
valve and immediately forms a gas. This gas is then 
circulated through coils for cooling. These coils may 
be run directly into the compartment to be cooled (which 
is the direct expansion system), or what is known as the 
brine system may be used. 

In the latter system a tank is placed at a convenient 
point in the dairy and is filled to a sufficient height with 
a strong solution of salt (brine); the expansion coils 
(ammonia gas) pass through this tank and cool the 
brine, which is then forced through pipes to the cooling 
room, pumps being used tor this purpose. 

\uthorities contend that for general cooling purposes 
tne brine system iS more economical and satistactory 


han anv other method of refrigeration, because the 


brine may be kept sufficientiy cold by running the com- 
pressor a few hours each day 

We may add that the reason brine is used in preference 
to water is because brine has a very low freezing point 
and can be circulated at an extremely low temperature 
without solidifying. Either common salt or calcium 
chloride may be used for the brine. 

Refrigeration is a specialty with certain concerns and
